and say privately the Western Al- 
lies must be in position to handle 
that kind of situation.

.der consideration at high levels 
of .the government is a calling up 
of some military reserve units. 


The range of measures which 


may be taken here and in Europe 
in preparation for, a -^showdown 
is one of the subjects likely .to be 
discussed this month by, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower and British 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan. A variety of other subjects 
bearing on negotiations with the 
U.S.S.R.x also will come up when 
Macmillan comes here in mid- 
March.

LEIPZIG, East Germany CAP) 


—East Germany's top Commu- 
nists are believed urging Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev dur- 
ing his current visit to move more 
quickly in giving ^them a'peace 
treaty and control over Allied 
routes to West Berlin. 


Within minutes after arriving in 


Leipzig Wednesday, Khrushchev 
declared the U.S.S.R. would sign 
a separate peace pact with East 
Germany unless the West comes 
to terms on an all-German settle- 
ment. 


Speaking a f t e r Khrushchev, 


East Germany's Communist lead- 
er Walter Ulbricht said: "Our 
people desire a peace treaty. 
Further delay can no longer be 
tolerated." 


The Soviet premier may not be 


,moving fast enough for the im- 
patient East German leaders. The 
Red army brought them out of 
Soviet exile at the end of World 
War II and put them in charge of 
East Germany. Ulbricht and his 
associates badly want the symbols 
of mastery in their own house. 
They feel that the sooner they get 
them, the sooner - other govern- 
ments will recognize them as 
rulers of a real nation. 


The East German Communists 


have an uncomfortable feeling 
that Khrushchev considers them 
at least partly expendable in "the 
global East-West diplomatic war- 
fare.

Major Winter Storm Will 
Bring Snow, Cold and Winds

A major winter storm pounded 


the nation's midlands today with 
snow, cold and strong winds. 


The snow storm, moving rapid- 


ly after lashing wide areas in 
Colorado and Wyoming, showed 
no letup as it spread east and 
southward. 


The snow belt stretched from 


northwest Kansas through eastern 
South Dakota, across Iowa and 
extreme northern Missouri and 
headed into northern sections of 
Illinois and Indiana! Heaviest falls 
from 6 to 8 .inches, were from 
eastern Nebraska through north- 
west Iowa. 


Winds of 20 to" 30 m.p.h. blew 


the fresh snow into huge drifts in 
many areas and created hazard- 
ous driving conditions. 


South of the snow belt, rain and 


some hail pelted wide areas 
through southeast Kansas, most 
Missouri into e a s t e r n .Texas, 
Louisiana and Mississippi. Violent 
storms were indicated in some 
southern sections. Rainfall meas- 
ured from one to two inches. 


Damaging thunderstorms struck 


the DaUas-Fort W o r t h 
area 


Wednesday night. Wind gusts up 
to 66 m.p.h. smashed dozens of 
plate glass windows in Fort 
Worth. Ten airplanes were dam- 
aged when a1 hangar at a private 
air field was blown down. 


Temperatures were near zero in 


the extreme northern Great Lakes 
region. But they rose rapidly to 
the 20s in the southern Great 
Lakes and westward across the 
Dakotas and Nebraska into the 
Rockies.

BOARDING OF 
TRAWLER IS 
PROTESTED 


LONDON (AP) — The Soviet 


Union today sharply protested the 
U.S. 
naval boarding of a Soviet 


trawler suspected of cutting a 
transatlantic cable off Newfound- 
land. 


Moscow radio said a note hand- 


ed to U.S. Ambassador Llewellyn 
Thompson in Moscow described 
reports that the trawler Novoros- 
sisk had damaged the cables as 
'a complete invention." 
The boarding took place off 


Newfoundland Feb. 26. The offi- 
cer who headed the American 
search party, Lt. Donald Sheely of 
Falls Church, Va., said later that 
the fishing boat "probably quite 
likely" had something to do with 
the break in the cables but he 
didn't know whether accidentally 
or intentionally. 


"The note," said the Moscow 


broadcast, "points out that the in- 
cident involving detention of the 
Soviet trawler was undertaken 
with provocative aims in mind. 


"The Soviet government expects 


the U.S. government to take all 
necessary measures to prevent the 
recurrence of such unwarranted 
actions 
toward 
Soviet 
fishing 


trawlers engaged in fishing in the 
open seas." 


The note said the trawler "did 


not cause any damage to under- 
water 
telegraph 
or telephone 


transatlantic cables." 


"Reports in the U.S. press on 


this question were a complete^in- 
vention," it declared. 


The U.S. State Department had 


notified Moscow immediately with 
an explanation that the boarding 
was carried out under terms of 
^an 1884 treaty. This treaty—orig- 
'inally signed by the czarist re- 
gime but latet. subscribed, to—by 
the Soviet Communist government 
—permits inspection of documents 
of ships suspected of damaging 
oceanic cables wilfully or through 
culpable negligence. 
• Lt. Sheely reported the Soviet 
crew offered no resistance to the 
inspection and that the trawler 
sailed away quietly when told to 
leave the area. 


Adm. Jerauld Wright, com- 


mander of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, 
had exonerated the Soviets earlier 
of deliberately cutting the cables 
after getting a report that the 
American search party found "no 
indications of intentions 
other 


than fishing." 


Soviet newspapers and Moscow 


radio had described the boarding 
as unlawful but they gave factual 
reports on the incident.

At Hazleton 


HAZLETON, Pa. (AP)—Scream- 


ing in terror, guests shinnied down 
cables or climbed or were borne 
down fire ladders early today as 
flames raged up an elevator shaft 
of the five-story Gary Hotel. 


Authorities said there were 3 


known dead, 2 other persons un- 
_accounte_d for and 2 more critical- 
ly hurt. 


At least 24 persons were taken 


to hospitals 
for treatment of 


burns, cuts, smoke poisoning and 
shock. 


The register of the 100-room, 75- 


year-old hotel in Hazleton's busi- 
ness district showed a listing of 61 
persons. 


Two of the dead were removed 


soon after the fire broke out A 
third body was found later. 


The entire front wall of the hotel 


collapsed into heaps of rubble. It 
was thought the two missing per- 
sons might be dead in this wreck- 
age. 


Victims fled from the flaming 


b u i l d i n g , their night. clothes 
ablaze. Others stood and sat dazed 
in the street as 100 firemen from 
four companies fought the raging 
fire for more than two hours. 


Efforts to control the blaze were 


hampered by icy streets and ice 
coated hoses resulting from the 
biting 23 degree weather. 


Flames shot from the windows 


and burst through the roof of the 
brick building- as firemen arrived. 
Residents stood at windows on the 
upper floors screaming for help. 
Two of these were George Klem, 
22, and his wife, Beverly, 18. 


The Klems waited 20 minutes 


for help at the window of their 
fourth floor, rear apartment. Fin- 
ally, in desperation, Mrs. Klem 
grabbed a television cable and 
slid to a pole from where she 
was able to swing to the roof of 
an adjoining 1% story building. 
Her husband followed by the same

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP)—Fire roared" through a locked 


dormitory at the State Training School for Delinquent Negro 
Boys at nearby Wrightsville early today. 


At least 21 youths died, and fire officials said they'feared 


others might have perished. 


The blaze broke out before dawn and destroyed the brick 


and frame structure which housed 68 inmates. 


Survivors escaped by kicking out windows which were cov- 


ered with heavy-gauge, double screens designed 
to 
prevent 


escapes. 


About 12 bodies were found piled up In one spot. Apparently 


they died trying to get out. 


The 21 bodies which were recovered were burned beyond 


recognition. 


Gov. Orval E. Faubus, who went- • 


to the scene as soon as he heard 
of the fire, said the doors should 
not have been barred and there 
should have been an adult in the 
building. 


Faubus said an investigation 


would be made. 


Origin of the blaze that de- 


stroyed the dormitory within an 
hour could not be determined im- 
mediately. Faubus said he had 
been told there was an electrical 
storm at the time. 


The dazed survivors, ranging in 


age from 14 to 17, wandered about 
as firemen, sheriff's officers, and 
prisoners from a nearby penal 
farm tried to quench the smoul- 
dering ruins of the dormitory. 


Fire Capt. Bill Deaton said he 


saw eight bodies in a pile and nine 
other bodies had been taken from 
the charred remains of the 20- 
year-old building. 


A vocational teacher who nor- 


mally slept in the building was-in 
the hospital at the time the fire 
broke out. 
'George Williamson, 16, a sur- 
vivor, said: "I heard screaming 
and hollering. There was smoke 
all over. I couldn't see anything. 
I found a window and got out." 


Faubus appeared grim as he 


surveyed the glowing rubble. 
' "I inspected this school a year 
ago and found it safe," the gover- 
nor said. "It's the first time any- 
thing like this has happened at 
such an institution in Arkansas." 


First reports said 21 boys were 


missing but the figure was re- 
vised after a roll call was taken. 


WORCESTER, Mass. (AP)—An 


elderly man and wife died today 
in an explosion that ripped apart 
their two-story • home. 


The victims were identified as 


Mr. and Mrs. Carl Ruohonen, both 
in their 70s. Ruohonen was a re- 
tired railroad' worker.

Pioneer IV 
Swings Far 
Past Moon

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pioneer 


IV swung along far past the moon 
toward a sweeping orbit around 
the sun today, busily sending 
back radio signals about radia- 
tion—or lack of it—out in space. 


Even before the little gold- 


crusted space probe reappeared 
on the United States horizon, Brit- 
ain's big radio telescope at Jodrell 
Bank located it early today more 
than 280,000 miles from the earth. 
'Its signal, the station reported, 
was c o m i n g in with great 
strength. 
, 


That distance put the 13-poumd 


cone far beyond the moon, which 
it passed at 5:24 p.mr Wednesday 
at a speed of 4,525^ miles an .hour.

NEW YORK (AP) — Socrates,

Yet all he did was ask them 


questions designed to help them 
think for themselves. 


In every period of history some- 


one is accused of leading the 
young folks astray by giving them 
false ideas. Who today should be 
handed the lethal cup of hemlock? 


Who is spoiling ffie present 


younger. generation? That is, if 
we go along with the always pop- 
ular generalization that the cur- 
rent .crop of youngsters is the 
brattiest, the most irresponsible 
bunch of smart alecs ever to sor- 
row -and sully a hopeful time. 


If 
anything is 
spoiling the 


younger generation today it is the 
generation that preceded it—our 
own. 
If anything is setting them 


a bad example, it is us. If they 
are lax, it is because we have 
been lax with them. 


The biggest culprits are prob- 


ably middle-class parents, by far 
the largest class in America. The 
poor don't have the money to 
spoil their young; the rich, by and 
large, can afford to—but usually 
don't. Children born to wealth 
generally learn its value young.

CO-OPERATIVE CRACKDOWN 


A good many studies have indicated that speed 


is not the leading factor in highway fatalities. 
But it often seriously aggravates matters \yhen 
an accident does occur. And there is always great 
peril in excessive speed. 


Thus, understandably, there is a growing trend 


toward severe dealing with motorists who violate 
the speed limit. Connecticut, under Gov. Abraham 
Ribicoff, led the way with quite favorable results 
in the accident column. 


Not long ago New Jersey ruled that any resi- 


dent motorist caught going 10 or more miles an 
hour faster than the speed limit would automati- 
cally lose his license for 30 days. Repeats would 
bring longer suspensions. Out-of-state motorists 
would lose their driving privilages in New Jersey 
for comparable periods. 


This last, of course, is not an easy thing to en- 


force. An out-of-state driver has to be caught in 
the act. So New Jersey went a step beyond. It 
invited highway officials from Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, New York and Pennsylvania—all its neigh- 
bors—to join in a sort of mutual license suspen- 
sion plan whenever one of their motorists ex- 
ceeds a state limit by 10. 


Jersey officals report that for them the suspen- 


sion plan is having substantial results so far, 
though it is too early to measure" broader effects 
hi the five-state area. 


Nevertheless, this is an interstate effort in 


safety which ought to bet watched with intense 
interest by highway officals everywhere in the 
country. Hard initative of this sort is not too 
common, and it deserves a warm welcome on all 
sides.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Eisenhower expresses some 
optimism about the Soviets, latest 
note over Berlin and Germany. 
Just how deep is the optimism? 
From an examination of all he 
said Wednesday it doesn't look 
very deep. 


He was asked at his news con- 


ference what he thought of the 
Soviet acceptance of the Western 
proposal for a foreign ministers 
conference on Berlin and Ger- 
many, 
j 


He said, "we are taking it for 


the moment just as optimistically 
as we can." This, in view of what 
else he said, turned out te be a 
very restrained optimism. 


It was, however, in keeping with 


the kind of international sigh of 
relief that went up when the So- 
viets, by accepting the idea of a 
ministers meeting, showed they 
were at least willing to talk a bit. 


This sigh was almost instantly 


stuffed back down the interna- 
tional throat when the Soviets fol- 
lowed up their acceptance by re- 
peating the position they had 
taken before: 


1. That a foreign ministers 


meeting is just a kind of gum- 
beating operation by people who 
can't really decide anything since 
the decisions are made by men 
at the top. 


2, That, therefore, the only way 


to get things done is to have the 
the top men, like President Eisen- 
hower and P r e m i e r Nikita 
Khrushchev, get together in a 
summit meeting. 


Even British Prime Minister 


Harold Macmillan, who had just 
finished a series of meetings with 
Khrushchev, didn't come away 
bubbling with hope. Instead, he 
was talking about the "dangerous 
situation" building up around Ber- 
lin. 


Eisenhower told his news con- 


ferenca the time will probably 


come to keep American bombers 
on a 24-hour air alert "if this sit- 
uation develops along the lines 
that it appears to be going." 


He didn't say precisely what 


situation he had in mind but the 
question he was answering was 
the question of increasing Ameri- 
can defense against the back- 
ground of continuing tension be- 
tween East and West.

this rigidity ... in the Soviet atti- 
tude, that we can't tell until 
events unfold a little further." 


Although Khrushchev has i<-sist- 


ed that only a summit meeting 
can solve anything. Eisenhower 
said the opposite. 


"What I keep deploring is this 


idea of talking about summit 
meetings when you cannot see any 
possibility of a constructive step 
coming out of it," he said.

NEW -YORK;,(AP) — Unrest 


abroad and fear of strikes here 
are putting pressure on prices to- 
day where such pressure usually 
starts—at the industrial materials 
level. 


It will take a while for this to 


work through manufacturing pro- 
cesses to appear finally in the re- 
tail prices at the stores^ But econ- 
omists are watching to see if the 
rising prices of such things as 
copper may be heralding another 
general rise. 


The consumer .is being lulled at 


the moment largely because farm 
prices had been weakening and 
the prices of at least some gro- 
cery, items like coffee have come1 


down. 
-

But linked to the current creep- 


ing rise in industrial material 
prices is "a strong chance that an- 
ticipated wage boosts will send 
these raw components of tomor- 
row's consumer goods still higher. 


World trouble spots have added 


to the pressure. The threat of 
armed conflict over Berlin has 
set 'some purchasing agents to 
wondering if their inventories will 
he adequate if world trade is cut 
off or disrupted!* 


The case of the rise in copper 


prices is tied directly to the 
spreading racial unrest in Africa. 
Some of the world's chief sources 
of copper are in areas where 
racial outbreaks and nationalist 
furor are growing.

Speculative buying in Europe 


has sprung from the belief that 
this important source of copper 
may be cut oft 


Another reason for the upward 


pressure on prices is that the in- 
dustrial recovery has built up de- 
mand. 


The demand for copper often 


follows closely that for steel, 
since the two metals go together 
in many products. Steel is en- 
joying a big comeback. Mills are 
turning out a record tonnage. 
Much of the demand has come 
with the revival of production in 
the auto and appliance industries. 


The upward price trend has 


shown in other industrial -com- 
modities. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reports that its index of 
industrial commodity prices is at 
a record high of 127.6 (with 100 
being the 1947-49 average). This in- 
dex covers all commodities other 
than^farm products and foods. 


Rising 
industrial - commodity 


prices and labor costs are the 
headaches of manufacturers. 


But the threat to consumers 


comes from this: for some time 
now they have been resisting 
higher prices on consumer goods, 
and have been able to do so be 
cause of the keen competition 
among manufacturers, who have 
had to absorb much of the in- 
creased costs. 


The time, may. come when they 


can't absorb any more. Then up 
goes the cost of living.

HARRISBURG—There are no 


indications the European flu 
outbreak has hit Pennsylvania, 
Dr. Charles L. Wilbar, state 
health secretary, reported to- 
day. 


The department's virus lab 


in Philadelphia has reported six 
Asian influenza confirmations 
for January. Dr. Wilbar said 
that this is about normal for a 
winter month. The lab reported 
no evidence of Type A influenza 
(reported in USSR) and no evi- 
dence of Type B (reported in 
Italy and the Netherlands). 


The U. S. Surgeon General's 


office, which last week reported 
the possibility of current'Euro- 
pean flu outbreaks spreading to 
the United States, advised vac- 
cinating the following against 
influenza: 


1. Chronically ill; pregnant 


women; the aged. 


2. Hospital staffs whose serv- 


ices are necessary for the care 
of the .sick. 


3. Industrial or service groups 


in ocupations where the sudden 
absence of a sizeable part of 
the force would create serious 
disruption of work. 


Dr. Wilbar said a polyvalent 


influenza vaccine, which pro- 
tects against several types of 
influenza, is given periodically 
to patients at the state health 
department's five tuberculosis 
hospitals as part of their medi- 
cal care.

Directory Data 
Being Compiled 
By Telephone Co. 


In connection with the ne\v 


directory, which the BeU^ Tele- 
phone Company will be issuing 
ivhen the dial installation is 
completed, the Warren Post Of- 
Eice is making a concerted ef- 
fort to correct erroneous, in- 
complete, or misleading address- 
=s which have crept into the old 
directory. 


The telephone" directory is, 


aaturally, the source of many 
mailing addresses and, unless. 
Lhe addresses given therein are 
correct and complete, delays or 
misdeliveries of mail will reuit. 
Ln specific cases noted the Post 
Office is mailing a request that 
the correct address be listed 
with the Telephone Company 
In advance of directory publi- 
cation. This requires very care- 
ful checking of the directory, of 
course, and it is almost impos- 
sible to catch every error. All 
telephone subscribers, therefore, 
are requested to examine their 
listings and advise the \ Tele- 
phone Company (on the special 
notification form each subscrib- 
er will receive by mail shortly) 
of any correction which should 
be made in directory listing. 


It ia important that house 


numbers and street names be 
correct; and that identifying 
initials or first names be used, 
especially in the many cases 
where similar or identical last 
names occur. For instance, just 
Robert Smith or Henry Johnson 
is not sufficient. Listing as Rob- 
ert "W. Smith or Henry L. John- 
son will prevent delay or mis- 
delivery of mail. 


Those living out of town 


should make sure their address- 
es have a location identity. 
R. D. 1 or" R. D. 2 alone are not 
sufficient. Starbrick Road, R. D. 
2, or Hatch Run Road, R. D. 1, 
or Venturetown, R. D. 2 will 
immediately "place" you for 
postal clerks and carriers and 
speed delivery of your mail. If 
you are in doubt as to the cor- 
rect road or location name you 
should use, consult your Town- 
ship Supervisors or call the 
Post Office. Incidentally, road 
names should be shortened and 
simplified as much as possible 
for the convenience of your cor- 
respondents and to eliminate 
double lines in the directory. 
For example, 
Warren-James- 


town R o a d is unnecessarily 
long; Jamestown Road is suffi- 
cient and has taesn adopted offi- 
cially by the townships involv- 
ed. Kinzua Road is easier to 
write than W a r r e n-Kinzua 
Road.

Dr. I. F. Gratch, chief, Epide- 


miology Section, Communicable 
Disease Control Division, Penn- 
sylvania Dspartment of Health, 
said that The triple antigen now 
being used against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus is 
probably "100 percent effective." 


"With this single vaccine all 


three diseases are preventable." 
Dr. Gratcn stated. "We have 
these diseases only through the 
negligence of parents who fail 
to take '.heir children to their 
family physicians or to the free 
state clinics for the necessary 
shots." 


Dr. Gratch pjolnted out that 


Pennsylvania had 12 cases of 
tetanus in 1957 and 11 in 1958. 
A total of 1,966 youngsters in 
this 
Commonwealth 
suffered 


with whooping cough in 1957 
and 1,422 :n 1958. 


Another disease which Dr. 


Gratch calls "inexcusable' in a 
civilized country" is typhoid fe- 
ver which hit 71 Pennsylvanians 
in 1957 and 44 in 1958. "Poor en- 
vironmental 
sanitation" 
wa* 


blamed by Dr. Gratch for ty- 
phoid fever. 


Dr. Gratch explained that vac- 


cine is used to prevent typhoid 
fever only in certain instances 
as when a. person plans to travel 
to a country where typhoid is 
known to be prevalent or where 
a person is a member of a 
household also inhabited by a 
"chronic typhoid carrier." A car- 
rier Is one who once suffered 
from the disease and still has 
tha germ in his body and its 
excretions.

New Materials Ease Bathroom Chores

A neatly ordered sparkling 


bathroom is a joy to behold for 
the homemaker who thinks that 
& 
she spends half her housekeeping 
efforts keeping the place picked 
up and clean. 


Families are responsible for 


most of the havoc wrought each 
morning on the bathtub, bath- 
room floor, sink and towel racks. 
It seems to some of us incredible 
that so many sodden towels 
lake-sized puddles, splatters and 
mounds of soiled clothing appear 
in such a limited time. 


Cleaning and picking up a 


modern well-equipped bathroom 
however is far easier and faster 
than the same exercise in one 
where needed changes are indi- 
cated. 


FOR EXAMPLE, old bathroom 


floors may be of linoleum which 
has lost its resDiency and is be- 
ginning to chip—each time the 
floor is washed it no longer looks 
really bright or shining. 


No bathroom will look really 


neat if wallpaper is beginning to 
loosen and peel. It should be re- 
paired or replaced. Perhaps there 
are too few towel racks for the 
size of the family—add a couple 
or, more space-saving, add a 
towel ring or two. 


A FLAPPING shower curtain 


which has seen its day not only 
adds to the sodden appearance of 
a freshly vacated bathroom but, 
if it doesn't fit, it can be letting 
water run out on the floor. A 
new curtain or enclosure might 
be an improvement visually and 
practically. 


Enclosures are of several types 


and kinds. A new type which 
promises to be useful in small 
areas (such as powder rooms 
where a stall shower is squeezed 
in, too), and in family bathrooms 
is made of flexible waterproof 
polyethylene, a shatterproof ma- 
terial. The flexible panels fold 
back upon themselves leaving 
most of the tub open but when

closed offer complete protection 
from spray, s p l a s h and wet 
floors. 


The f r a m e s are aluminum 


which move quietly on molded 
nylon gliders. Panels are light- 
weight and translucent. They 
come in sizes to fit stall showers 
and tub-shower combinations. A 
regular wiping down with soap 
and water is all that should be 
necessary to keep them clean. 
Occasionally, a thorough spong- 
ing with a concentrated solution 
of water conditioner will help to 


residue'. This same treatment is 
also useful for plastic shower 
curtains. 


Plastic tiles in the tub-shower 


enclosures do tend to become 
splattered and dull unless per- 
sistence prompts you to wipe 
down their surfaces after each 
shower. A sponging with deter- 
gent, conditioner and warm wa- 
ter followed by polishing will 
also help. A new product to 
spray on film-soiled tiles to clean 
them has recently come into our 
house and it is working quite 
satisfactorily. 


Report on School 
Financing Shows 
Districts in Need 


By RICHARD L. GRAVES • 
HARRISBURG (AP)—A spe- 


cial report on school financing 
disclosed today that 80 per cent 
of Pennsylvania's school dis- 
tricts are too poor to provide 
proper education. 


"The typical too-small school 


district, defined as below, 1,600 
pupils, exhibited virtually every 
negative financial characteris- 
tic," said Dr. Leon Osview, di- 
rector of Temple University's 
Educational Service Bureau. 


He made the statement hi a. 


summary of his study of Penn- 
sylvania school financing pre- 
sented to the State Council of 
Education. 


His summary contended that 


"smallness of district measured 
by pupil enrollment and lack of 
local taxable wealth strongly 
tend to coexist." •. 


It further indicated that some 


80 per cent of the state's school 
administrative units had less 
than 1,600 pupils. They repre- 
sented about 27 per cent- of the 
state's public school population. 


Osview contended that the 


most serious problem in the 
state school setup is the current 
expenditure per pupil. The aver- 
age is $277 for 
each public 


school pupil. 


"The second most serious fi- 


nancial 
problem in Pennsyl- 


vania's education system is the 
large incidence of financially 
unable, too-small districts and 
administrative units," Osview 
asserted. 


At the same time he said 


that special 
legislation for 


smaller school districts "has 
impeded the formation of desir- 
able second class union dis- 
tricts." 


"The reorganization 
effort 


has not yet succeeded in coping 
with the financial incapacity of 
the typical too-small system," 
he added. 


The council noted that' some 


school districts have hesitated 
in. joining to become a second 
class union district because they 
•would be automatically cut off 
from, reimbursements for trans- 
portation, which they would get 
as smaller districts.
